Sometime after the first of the 
year the manager will order new 
facilities stickers for Andover re- 
sidents which will silhouette a blue 
*'a** against a bright phosphores-~ 
cent background, This will help

To put a further hardship on 
dumpers using the Andover facility 
illegally, the town is going to re= 
quire that residents fill out an 
application for a sticker and offer 
proof of their residence, Stickers 
will be pre=numbered and each 
application card will record the 
number assigned to a local family. 
This will keep non-residents from 
obtaining stickers and discourage 
friendly loaning of stickers to out- 
siders, the manager believes. 

Andover people will be asked 
to attach the sticker to a side vent 
window to make policing more

Raising Standards 


The Massachusetts Public Health Association, Inc. is 
backing legislation filed by Rep. Thomas C. Wojtkowski 
which would permit the state’s director of personnel to 
include education, experience and other qualifications 
in the specifications for professional positions in public 
service. 

As it now stands, Massachusetts specifically forbids 
the setting up of any basic educational requirements for 
most state government civil service jobs, even those de- 
signated ‘‘professional’’ in an act which cleared the 
‘Legislature last year. 

This, in effect, is a guarantee that all men who sit 
down to take a civil service examination are equal until 
the scores are in, and for many positions such equality 
should be preserved. 

But people who apply for professional jobs as sanitary 
engineers, bio-chemists, research directors, etc. should 
have special qualifications and they should be required by 
law. 

The MPHA takes the position that the setting of some 
formal educational requirements could be important in 
attracting well aualified professional people to work in 
the Commonwealth’s many state health and welfare pro- 
grams. It should be of equal benefit to other departments 
which employ other workers classified as ‘‘professional.”’ 

The bill’s purpose is to raise standards for those en- 
tering state government service for the first time; it 
would not interfere with the right of present employees to 
take promotional examinations when department heads

For most people Christmas this year will be part of a 
three-day weekend. There will be more time for worship, 


more time for merry-making, more time for gift-giving. 

And, if tradition is observed, there will be more time 
for fires that kill. 

In 1962 when the nation last celebrated Christmas over 
a long weekend, 107 persons died in fires. ‘Last year, 
when Christmas was on Wednesday, 35 persons died with- 
in a 24 hour period. In each situation, the daily rate was 
almost identical. 

The fire toll for the three-day New Year’s holiday in 
1962 was 84, and another 29 died finishing off 1963. 

Those who have studied these statistics and the facts 
behind them have determined that three-quarters of these 
fires, like all fires, should never have been — that they 
were the direct result of human carelessness. 

In making preparations for still another Christmas, it is 
obvious that families must view every lovely holiday 
tradition dispassionately, ruling out those that could lead 
to fatalities. Fire prevention experts recommend that 
candles be avoided as decorations, that special care be 
used to prevent kitchen fires, and that the lights and 
baubles for the Yule tree be selected with the knowledge 
that a dry tree can burst quickly into flames if brushed by 
a spark. 

The cold statistics are a grim, but effective warning 
that fire is not in the habit of taking a holiday,
